I am enclosing a copy of SPDOS which you 
can try out and if you think you want it you can send the 
purchase price, $24.95. Otherwise just return it, take your time 
checking it out. I would have added my programs but they are on 
80 tpi disks. If you want I could send you these on the 80tpi at 
some later date. If you have any problems give me a call at 
216-928-7910. I have not checked out any of the 40 tpi disks for 
quite a while so be sure to back them up immmediately. My 40 tpi 
drive is on my PC, the other one I had, I had to sell a couple 
years back to raise some money. 


I would suggest that you make sure you really need SPDOS because 
it will only duplicate some of the features of the Larkin system 
and there are not that many people using it these days. I will 
send you a list of all the users I have but the list is more than 
several years old. Also I have to remeber which disk I put it on. 
The last one I sold was at the show in Milwaukee, I think so it 
has been a while. 


I am thinking about upgrading to the new JLO eprom...I glitched a 
disk and am unable to recover it. I tried the standard routine 
and was able to identify the bad sector on track O but unable to 
repair it. Just lucky.... 


I'll send you the list when I find the file. There maybe a 
datafile on the disk called US.Dat or something like that load it 
into the address program and the fellow in Florida's address 
should be there.

This disk has some programs that I have written and some from the SPUD disk 
which I have converted to work with SPDOS. I am trying to remember if they 
would work with the RAREX system or not. These are LIST which is a keyword 
command and POINT which can be used as a pseudo random function. I may have 
changed the port calls so that they will only work with the SPDOS or I may 
have changed the SPECTRUM ROM calls in which case they would work with both 
systems. I can't remember which now. There is a demo program using point fros 
abbeydale which shows how POINT works. 
i've enclose list of SPBOS USERS one I think I left off is Bill Ferebee in 
phe I know t I had sore on another list but can't seem to find it anyaore. 
I know that some of these people have moved on to other machines and I haven't 
had much contact with them. In a back issue of UPDATE is the address for 
Munson Cockane, Kiss Software. He wrote a disk sector editor for the Ramex 
system but it did not work with SPDOS although I tried to modify it to work. 
I probably missed a couple of port calls or something. He wrote some other 
programs that did work though.

I am sorry at not having gotten back to you sooner. I was able 
to find an almost complete list of SP/USERS. A few of these 
people are no longer involved with Sinclair machines. A couple I 
have lost contact with and they are not here. Load the program 
USEX@MPLE first and then SP/USERS when it asks if it is a new 
file type "N". Also make sure that point is on drive #1, as this 
is a varient of the example program provided with your disk. I 
guess I should add some printing routines for it when I have a 
chance. The other program "Mail/Bas" uses the data files 
“US/DAT" and "Mail/DAT". Both of these are sequential files as 
is "SP/USERS". I have rarely used this sort of file and am not 
as familiar with them as I should be. Check to see what the name 
of the minidos required in Tasword line 15 is...-.. it should be 
the same as on the disk if not change it. I have made sure this 
one conforms. You will have to change the help files = on this 
version , use the tips that I sent you a while back to edit 

that file. When you are finished with Tasword run the "Reboot" 
program and that will put you back into the main dos. 


Remember run the demo program from drive #1. I hope this will 
work. If not just drop me a line and I'11 get back to you. By 
the way I ordered an Eprom so that I can send it to JLO to have 
his new operating system for my 2068. I am almost dead broke so 
it is going quite slow with picking up even small bits of 
software and such. Did you get a newsletter this time? If not I 
shall make sure you do. 


One thing I would like to propose if anyone there is interested 
in Indiana is to have a joint Christmas meeting.
